— The 
attack of the prohibitionists on the 
validity of the whole prim ary law of 
this state has fallen in th e decision 
of the suprem e court, which has de- 
, nied their application for a w rit of 
m andam us to compel Secretary 
of 
State W ipf to accept their ticket for 
the general ballot regardless of the 
provisions of the prim ary law. 
While holding the law to be con­ 
stitutional in general, the court cuts 
out the provision which allows coun­ 
ty committees to appoint delegates to 
state conventions, the fee provision 
in its entirety and th e provision fix­ 
ing an arbitrary num ber of votes in

r u d e Sam ’s spy service is getting 
altogether too extensive and active to 
please congress. 
It has turned up in two unexpect­ 
ed places this winter. 
During con­ 
sideration of the postoffice appropri­ 
ation bill investigation of an innocent 
item developed th at it represented 
money used to hire spies to protect 
country postoffices from robbery, by 
getting into gangs of yeggmen, learn­ 
ing their plans, 
and 
informing 
against them. 
The idea did not a t 
all please the committee. 
Like Russian Spy System 
Now it has developed that, the se­ 
cret service people have been used j 
for various kinds of work which, in j 
the opinion of members of the con­ 
gressional committees, are not prop­ 
er to be performed by governm ent 
employes. 
In one case it was brought 
out on inquiry that a secret service 
man had been employed to develop 
facts concerning a purely domestic 
relationship, that at most could have 
but a most indistinct and shadowy 
interest for the government. 
Em­ 
ployes of the government are declar­ 
ed often to have been shadowed and 
spied upon; in short, it has been in­ 
sisted. with increasing persistency 
for several years, th at the secret 
service was developing into some­ 
thing like a Russian spy system. 
Hiring by tile Job I n wise. 
All this has greatly shocked mem­ 
bers of the house, when facts occa­ 
sionally have come before the com­ 
mittees. 
Attorney 
General Bona­ 
parte explained some difficulty to 
the appropriations committee saying 
that the country has become so large 
and populous, and crime has become 
so “ cosmopolized,” th at it is appar­ 
ently necessary to have some sort of 
touch with it. 
To hire special secret 
service agents by the Job, he explain­ 
ed. is to encourage these people, as 
soon as they have warked themselves 
out of one case, to m anufacture an­ 
other so as to secure employment. 
To keep a regular force of compe­ 
tent people of known character and 
standing he thought is much safer.
